PRESIDENT M’KINLEY’S MESSAGE 
OF CONDOLENCE TO THE KING. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.—President 
McKinley has sent the following message 
of condolence te King Edward VII. : 

“His Majesty the King, Osborne House, 

Isle of Wight—I have received with pro- 
found sorrow the lamentable tidings of the 

death of. her Majesty the Queen, Allow me, 
sir, to offer my sincere sympathy and that 

of the American people in your personal be- 
reavement, and in the loss Great Britain 
has suffered in the death of its venerable 
and illustrious sovereign, whose noble life 
and beneficent influence have promoted the 

peace and won the affection of the world.” 0

Washington, D. C., Jan. 22, Special. 
Probably never before in the history ot the 
world have there been so many flags and 
of so many natione displayed at half-mast 
as were floated today in memory of the dead 
Queen of England and Empress of India. 
This sentiment was generally noted by 
statesmen and diplomats immediately after 
the first cable dispatch announcing the end 
of the Victorian reign. 

The news was signalized by the drooping 
of the flag on the White House and other 
government buildings, and this called at- 
tention to the fact that all around the world 
the British flag was drooped, while at the 
same time the banners of other nations 
were similarly dipped in mourning to an 
extent nevér before known in international 
history. 


At the Cabinet meeting today the death 
of the Queen was anticipated and it was 


should make special official tecognition of 
the great British Queen. Thus, when the 
news was received at the White House, the 
officials were ready to dip the flags accord- 
ing to regulations, and instructions were 
sent to military posts and government res- 
ervations to follow this example. 

This course would be natural of itself, but 
is partitularly suggestive from the fact that 
when President Garfield died the British 
court went into mourning the same as for 
A sovereign allied to the Queen by birth. 

Formal notice was communicated by Lord 
Pauncefote to the President through Secre- 
tary Hay. It contained the simple announce- 
ment of the fact of death as sent to the 
Ambassador by Lord Lansdowne, the Brit- 
ish Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 

Immediately upon the receipt of the news 
President McKinley spoke in terms of the 
most profound admiration of the gentle 
woman and a great Queen. : 


Senate Expresses Regret. 

Immediately after the Senate concluded its 
executive session over the Spanish treaty, a 
resolution avas passed on the motion of Sen- 
ator Allison of Iowa, officially expressing 
the regret of the people of the United States. 
This resolution will be conveyed through the 
State department to King Edward, as Con- 
gress is not permitted to communicate with or 
receive messages from ‘foreign states or po- 
tentates. 

The resolution passed by the Senate was as 
‘follows: 


That the death bt her Royal and Imperial Majesty. 
Victoria, of noble virtues and great renown, is 
sincerely deplored by the Senate of the United 
States of America. 

Both Senate and House voted to adjourn 


in honor of the dead Queen. 


Hay Cables Nation’s Regrets. 
Secretary Hay sfortly after receiving the 
official news of Victoria’s death cabled the 
following méssage to Ambassador Choate at

Her good influence upon so- 
ciety and individual character is beyond és- 
timate or calculation. It is a rare thing that 
the personal worth of a royal personage 
equals in public estimation the reputation 
that attaches to the royal office; but great as 
has been the glory of her political reign, her 
personal sway over the manners, the morais, 
and the hearts of men and women of all 
nations, has given her a world-wide domin- 
fon and brings for her death an extent of 
profound sorrow and mourning which com- 
prehends the whole civilized world.” , 


Memory Will Live, Declares 

Secretary Gage said: ‘‘ The death of Eng- 
land’s well loved Queen closes the happiest 
period in all her country’s existence. vie- 
toria was, by force of character, conspicuous 
in molding the life and tendencies of the Eng- 
lish people during her reign. She will be 
venerated by them because of her personal 
qualities, purity of mind, and integrity of 
character. She was ehdowed with a clear 
and independent judgment which early won 
the profound respect of her official 
and the love of her countrymen. 

“This respect and love have increased as 
the years have gone by. A sovereign under 
th» theory of divine right, she was in reality 
the head of a highly democratic state. Her 
sympathiea’ were toward the people. The 
people recognized the fact and repaid her 
with a generous and loving confidence.

WAIT FOR CABLE TRAINS: 


FIVE HOURS’ OBSERVATION SHOWS 
PEOPLE SUFFER DELAY.

Many Breaks in the Schedule Occur, 
Especially Noticeable in West Mad- 
ison Street—“ Tribune” Reporters 
Take Time of Cars There and on 
North Clark Line—Facts Disclosed 
of Significance in Connection with 
Alderman Nelson’s Ordinance, 


Five hours of close observation of the cable 
trains in North Clark street and West Madi- 
son street yesterday revealed conditions of 
significance, when taken in connection with 
Alderman Nelson’s proposed ordinance re- 
quiring that trains shall consist of only one 
car. Often intervals, between trains were 
60 long as to require annoying delay, and 
then when trains did come they were filled. 

Reporters for THE TRIBUNE made an actual 
count of the number of trains passing a given 
point, a record of the intervals of time be- 
tween the trains, and the number of cars in 
each train. The investigation was made 
under the most favorable conditions, neither 
the North nor the West Side cable system 
suffering interruptions of their schedules. 

Between the hours of 8 and 7 p. m. and 
8 and 9 p. m. 144 south-bound trains on the 
North Clark street cable line passed Ontario 
street. Eighty- nine of these trains carried 
three cars each, or a total of 267 cars, and 

trains carried two cars each, making 110 

rs or a total for all the trains of 377 cars, 
not counting the grip cars. 
On the West Madison street cable the count 
showed 103 trains between 3:30 and 9 p. m., 
with an intermission of thirty minutes be- 
tween 7 and 7:30 o clock, when no record was 
kept. These trains carried a total of 272 cars, 
66 of the trains having three cars each, and 87 
two cars each. 


Some Long Waits in Clark Street. 
The Clark street cable line adhered fairly 
well to its schedule calling for a train every 
two minutes, but there were enough devia- 
tions to give point to Alderman Nelson’s 
contention that service would be improved 
by lessening the number of cars in a train 
and increasing the number of trains. There 
were several lapses of five minutes, followed 
by a close procession of trains. c 

Observations were taken at North avenue 
from 3 until 6 o’clock of the south-bound 
trains, the record being as follows for ninety

At Madison and South Halsted streets the 
uncertain schedule of the Madison street line 
was on continuous exhibition.’ The time be- 
tween trains is supposed to vary from two 
and one-half to three and one-half minutes, 
but many times seven and eight minutes 
would elapse. This was especially noticeable 
during the rush hours, between4and6. The

The greatest event in the memory of this 


generation, the most stupendous change in 
existing conditions that could possibly be 
imagined, has taken place quietly, almost 
gently, upon the anniversary of the death 
of Queen Victoria's father, the Duke of Kent. 


The end of this career, never equaled by 


any woman in the world’s history, camedn 
a simply furnished room in Osborne House, 
This most respected of all women, living 
or dead, lay in a great four-posted bed and 
made a shrunken atom, whose aged face and 
figure were a cruel mockery of the fair girl 
who in 1887 began to rule over England. 


Family Gathers at Death Bed. 
Around her were gathered almost every 


descendant of her line. Well within view of 
her dying eyes there hung a portrait of the 
Prince Consort. It was he who designed the 
room and every part of the castle. In scarce- 
ly audible words, the white-haired Bishop of 
Winchester prayed beside her, as he had 
j often prayed with his sovereign, for he was 
her chaplain at Windsor. With bowed heads 
the imperious ruler of the German Empire 
and the man who is now King of England, 
the woman who has succeeded to the title 
of Queen, the Princes, and Princesses, and 
those of less than royal designation listened 
to the Bishop’s ceaseless prayer. 


Six o'clock passed. The Bishop continued 


his intercession. One of the younger children 
asked a question in shrill, childish treble, and 
was immediately silenced. The women of 
this royal family sobbed faintly and the mem 
shuffled uneasily. 


Queen Passes Into the Unknown. 
At exactly half-past 6 Sir James Reid 


held up his hand, and the people in the room 
knew that England had lost her Queen. The 
Bishop pronounced the benediction. 


The Queen passed away quite peacefully, 


She suffered no pain. Those who were now 
mourners went to their rooms. A few min 
utes later the inevitable element of ma- 
terialism stepped into this pathetic chapter 
of international history, for the court went 
busily to work ordering mourning from Lone 
don. 


It was when the cold gray day dawned that

Robert Dawson is the first man in Chicago 
to declare his intention of renouncing al- 
legiance to King Edward VII. of England. 
He appeared in the office of the Clerk of the 
Cook County Circuit Court shortly after 
noon yesterday and inquired for the natural- 
ization clerk. When asked to what Prince, 
King, or poténtate he owed allegiance he re- 
sponded emphatically: 

The King of Great Britain.“ 

The oath to which he subscribed follows: 

I, Robert Dawson, do solemnly declare on oath 
before John A. Cooke, clerk of the Circuit Court 
of the County of Cook, State of Illinois, that it is 
bona fide my Intention to become a citizen of the 
United States, and to renounce forever all al- 
legiance and fidelity to any foreign Prince, poten- 
tate, state, or sovereignity whatever, and par- 
ticularly to the King of Great Britain and Ireland, 
whereof I was heretofore a subject.

When taking out first papers it is not 
necessary that the address of the applicant 
should be given, and the clerk, surprised at 
the novelty of the situation, neglected to ask 
Dawson where he lives in Chicago.

BERLIN, Jan. 22.—Special editions of the 
newspapers were issued with the announceé- 
ment of the Queen's death.

They express the opinion that the death 
of the Queen will not affect the relations of 
Germany and Great Britain and refer to 
the recent utterances of the Kaiser and 
Chancellor von Bülow in support of this. 
They also assert that the personal relations 
of Emperor William and the Prince of Wales 
for the last four years have been of the 
most cordial nature. They instance the fact 
of the Emperor going to meet the Prince 
of Wales when he was returning from Copen- 
hagen after the youth Sipido had fired a 
shot at him. 


Edward Is Deemed No Foe. 
Semi-official paragraphs in the press this 
evening rebut the idea, commonly held in 
Germany, that the Prince of Wales, as the 
new King, will be inclined to be hostile 
| toward Germany. On the centrary, they as- 
sert that he will act in the interests of Great 
Britain and the Britigh people alone. 

The fact that Empress Augusta Victoria 
started today for Hamburg to be near Dow- 
ager Empress Frederick, added to the sad 
circumstances of the occasion. The German 
nation fully shares in the feelings of the 
British people toward the venerable and 
illustrious sovereign who has breathed her 
last.

Even Millevoye, the most 
conspicuous exemplar of these views, said 
yesterday that Victoria’s approaching end 
was justice striking for the crimes commit- 
ted in her name, and retribution for the fifty 


‘years of infamies in Ireland. He continued: 


“Wo woman ever broke so many other's 
hearts; no mother since the world began 
ever received the malediction of so many 
other mothers.“ 

‘New King Declared Unfit. . 
He says in today’s issue of his paper:

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 22.—When notified 
of the Queen’s death this afternoon Benja- 
min Harrison made this statement: 

No other death could have excited so 
general a sorrow. There are persons in 
every nation, other than Great Britain, 
whose death would more profoundly move 
the people of that nation, but Queen Vic- 
toria’s death will bring real sadness to the 
hearts of more men and women than any 
other. The drum beat did not define her 
dominions; the union jack was not the sym- 
bol of her larger empire. More hearts 
pulsated with love for her and more knees 
bowed before her queenly personality than 
before the Queen of Great Britain. 

% God Save the Queen has become well- 
night a universal anthem. Heredity does 
not stay our quest for the real man or wom- 
an upon whose head a crown has fallen. 
Indeed, that has come to be the way of the 
world, The sovereign whose life is not clean, 
noble, sympathetic; whose personal char- 
acter is below the best thoughts of his peo- 
ple, is not loved, and the powers of an un- 
loved King or Queen are shorn, however 
the law may run. Queen Victoria’s power 
was larger than the law. 

I do not care to speculate as to the effect 
of the Queen's death upon European poli- 
tics further than to say that a mighty in- 
fluence on the side of peace has been lost. 
The British people will find it hard to ad- 
just their minds and hearts to a succession. 
There will be a disposition to make the 
pause unusually long after the first member 
of the proclamation, The Queen is dead,’ 
but the other member will follow, and Long 
live the King,’ will be spoken resolutely by 
Britons everywhere. 

“The new sovereign will be loyally sup- 
ported fn his constitutional prerogatives, and 
will not be denied an opportunity to win 
that dominion over the hearts of his people 
which. they yielded to his mother.“ 


LIKENS HER TO WASHINGTON. 


Bishop Potter Says Queen’s Nobility of 
Character Is the Bond That 
Held the Empire. 


New York, Jan. 2.—Bishop Potter of the 
Protestant Episcopal Diocese of New York 
said that if he should attempt to estimate 
the character of the Queen it would be sim- 
ply on the same liens as he had used in his 
address to students and young men at Cal- 
vary Church on Sunday night. He then laid 
emphasis on the fact that Vietorla was like 
Washington, because it was the nobility 
of her character rather than any conspicu- 
ous gifts of intellect that had won for her 
such universal esteem. They had been the 
most successful-rulers of their respective 
nations, and yet neither had possessed any 
such shining talents as those with which 
Napoleon dazzled the world. 

Bishop Petter also said: 

In my opinion there has been no political 
bond that has bound together the British 
empire with more power, if as much, as the 
bond of personal devotion to this beautiful 
character and personality. I was much 
struck on my recent trip around the world 
to observe the extent to which this extreme 
personal devotion was noticeable. People 
who had never seen the Queen, had never 
been to England and never expected to be, 
appeared to feel the same personal devotion 
as Englishmen themselves. The attraction 
and cohesive force of this sentiment upon 
colonial life was remarkable It greatly im- 
pressed me, and, as I said, it appears to me 
to have deen the strongest bond that 
has held the empire together.“

President McKinley Premature. 

The Daily Chronicle remarks that Presi- 
dent McKinley was slightly premature in 
sending a communication to “his Majesty 
the King.“ inasmuch as the Prince of Wales 
has not yet been proclaimed by the Privy 
Council. 

„The confidence inspired by her personal 
character,“ says the Times, enabled Queen 
Victoria on many times to use her intimate 
knowledge with effect in smoothing the rug- 
ged places of international relations or in 
nfodifying a policy which, through sheer in- 
adequacy of information, would have led to 
undesirable friction. We have also to thank 
the Queen for influence of the most potent 
kind, consistently and vigorously used, to 
enforce progressive ideals of social and per- 
sonal virtues, of religious faith, and of 
Christian life.“ 


Strengthened the Throne. 

The Standard, expressing regret that the 
Queen was not spared to see peace restored 
in south Africa, says: 

„The end for which she streve and prayed 
has yet to come, and the hope is not perhaps 
visionary that the common grief of Britons 
and Afrikanders may abate those racial ani- 
mosities which stand in the way of pacifica- 
tion.” 

Referring to the conspicuous success of 
Queen Victoria’s reign, the Standard says: 

“There was a time when republicanism 
was a serious phrase on English lips. Today 
no whisper of discontent with the mon- 
archical constitution breaks the mourning 
of a loyal nation around the bier of the sover- 
eign. It will be said of her in the annals 
of our land that she strengthened the throne 
by loving the people, and that she was a 
great Queen and the mother of Kings because 
she was a good, noble, and true-hearted 
woman.

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FORMAL -NOTIFICATION OF THE 
QUEEN'S DEATH RECEIVED. 


Government of Canada Sends a Message 
of Condolence to the Royal Family 
of England — Militia Department 
Gives Instructions for a Simultane- 
ous Salute at All-the Military Depots 
in the Dominion—All Provinces Don 
Mourning. 


Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 22.—The following offi- 
cial message notifying Lord Minto of the 
death offher Majesty was given out tonight: 

London, Jan. 22.—Governor General of 
Canada: Deply regret to inform you the 
Queen has passed away at 6:30 this evening. 

CHAMBERLAIN.” 


The government representing the people of 
Canada has forwarded through the Governor 
General a message of comdolence assuring 
his Majesty and the royal family that the 
people of Canada share in the great grief 
which has visited the nation. They recognize 
that no British sovereign was ever more 
beloved and honored by her subjects. 

The Militia department gave instructions 
for a salute of 101 guns being fired at all the 
military depots in Canada—namely: Windsor, 
Winnipeg, Toronto, Kingston, Montreal, 
Quebec, St. John, N. B., and Charlottetown. 


Halifax Dons Garb of Grief. 


Halifax, N. S., Jan. 22.—At this fountain- 
head of British naval and military power in 
the western hemisphere symbols of mourning 
for the death of Queen Victoria are displayed 
everywhere. Flags fly half-mast on ships 
and from frowning fortresses the royal 
standard, for the first time in long years, is at 
half-mast at the citadel. 

The general officer commanding the garri- 
son will place in his orders instructions for all 
the forces to wear mourning. All musical 
performances have been canceled, and on the 
day of the Queen’s funeral the tolling of a 
hundred bells will mingle with the loud note 
of minute guns for the departed sovereign.

Never So Notable a Reign. |

loyalty to the throne, and in advance of a 
national character. But behind and under- 
neath it all has been the obliteration of self 
and every selfish interest on the part of the 
Queen. From the time when as a girl of 18 
she tremblingly took her seat upon the throne 
of the foremost nation of the world to the 
day when as an aged woman of 81 she on 
that throne expired, she has put herself out 
of sight and has ruled and labored and coun- 
seled and thought and contrived and com- 
manded for the honor and glory of the king- 
dom and the happiness, comfort, and well- 
being of her people. 


Greatest of English Sovereigns.

ST. JOHN’S N. F., Jan. 22.—The announce- 
ment of Queen Victoria’s death has called 
forth expressions of the keenest regret in 
Newfoundland, the oldest colony of the Brit- 
ish Empire. The Colonial Cabinet met this 
evening and adopted resolutions of condo- 
lence,which were cable to London. Tomorrow 
will be observed as a day of mourning 
throughout the colony.

-M. Hanotaux, 
writing in Le Journal this morning, refers 
to the extent of England's debt to Victoria, 
‘“‘ who, as are most women because of their 
euppleness and adaptability, was an ad- 
mirable leader of the people. 

Her temperament and judgment, thanks 
to the precious lessons of Lord Melbourne,” 
says M. Hanotaux, were in complete ac- 
cord with English parliamentary institu- 
tions. Her success as a sovereign was due 
to her close attention to the affairs of state, 
her frequent journeys, her interviews with 
foreign statesmen, and, above all, to the ex-

DR. DUBOSE EXPLAINS FROM 
_ STANDPOINT OF MISSIONARY. 


Declares That. the Men Who Have, 
Spread Religion in the Far East 
Have Been a Factor of Peace, and 
Places the Blame in the Trafiic in 
Opium and Misrule by the Dowager 
~Amalyses the Conditions Which 

Led to Outbreak. 


Responsibility of the missionaries for the 
outbreak in China is disavowed by Hampden 
C. Dubose, D. D., of Soochow, for thirty 
years a missionary in China, in a pamphlet 
which he read before the Shanghai Mis- 
sionary society prior to his return to this 
country. In summing up his argument in 
defense of the missionaries, Dr. Bubose 
says: 

There was a mighty woman in this land 
who had reigned for forty years and who 
rolled power as a sweet morsel under her 
tongue. Gifted, talented, crafty, unscrupu- 
lous, like Athaliah of old, she did not fear 
*to arise and destroy all the seed royal.’ 
If the views of the common people are to 
be considered true, her moral character was 
pollution and shame. With a strong hand 
she imprisoned the Emperor, put to death 
his wives, seized the government, beheaded 
the reformers, and put the statesmen under 
the cutting-knife. She is the sanguinary 
Tsi-Shi, ‘ Compassionate Blessing.“ 

When the brave ydéung reformer, T’an 
Sze-t’ung, the son of a great Governor, was 
executed, he turned around and cried: ‘ We 
die, but our cause lives.’ Clothed in em- 
broidered robes of state, her tiara encircled 
with pearls and flashing with diamonds, she 
sits upon her dragon throne, but her hands 
are dyed red with the blood of saints. When 
the scroll of honor is unrolled, few names 
will be held in greater execration than that 
of sanguinary Tsi-Shi.” 


‘Status of the Missionaries. 

After relating briefly the conditions now 
prevailing in China, where the fi of the 
eight influential nations are arrayéd against 
the “eight banners” of the _ rebellious 
Manchus and the diplomats are seeking a 
soluticn of the problem, Dr. Dubose says: 

“The question is asked, ‘ Are missionaries 
in any way responsible?” The missionary 
body may be conveniently divided into four 
ranks: Writers, teachers, doctors, and 
preachers. As for the third class, their work 
is so purely philanthropic, ‘ opening the 
eyes of the blind,’ that the hundreds of thou- 
sands who have been healed look upon the 
physician as a personal benefactor, and we 
fail to trace any direct responsibility to 
them. Yet it must be remarked that the 
doctors are the most popular missionaries, 
that their associates are counted by the 
thousands, and that many of the gentry who 
would consider their position compromised 
by visiting the preaching missionary count 
it an honor to be known as the intimate 
friend of the practicing missionary—so, for 
aught we know, their influence is in the as- 
cendency.“ 

Dr. Dubose says the writers have sought 
to reach the upper classes in the hope of in- 
fluencing the mind of China, while the teach- 
ers have been especially aggressive, taking 
advantage of the receptiveness of the Chi- 
nese to teach them the knowledge they were 
so anxious to acquire. As for the ministers, 
he taid they literally had gone to the ends 
of the earth,“ while the merchants were con- 
fined to the thirty ports. 


Part Played by Opium. 

Dr. Dubose, in referring to the causes of the 
outbreak, says the foremost native writers 
place opium at the head, The theft of rich 
ports by certain foreign powers, the thievery 
of the hundred thousand Mandarins in the 
administration of public affairs, and the 
rebellion of the Mandarins against the 
drastic orders of Emperor Kwang-Hsu, who 
sought to abolish the Chinese classes and 
save his people, are also mentioned as rea- 
sons for upheaval. On the primary cause 
Dr. Dubose says: 

“If there are ten causes it is unphilosophi- 
cal to point to one and assign to it the entire 
blame. Look at foreign trade during the 
Victorian era. What are the wares brought 
to these shores by the merchant? Does he 
seek to help a poor heathen people? Alas, 
poison is sold in great chests and the West- 
erner rejoices in seeing the poverty and suf- 
fering, ruin and degradation his hand has 
wrought. In health or wealth opium 
touches 100,000,000 of the Chinese. For this 
the Chinese hate the foreigner with an in- 
tense hatred. 

„Recently the ‘ Opinions of One Hundred 
Physicians on the Use of Opium was trans- 
lated, and several of the silk merchants in 
Nan-tsin proposed to issue it in editions of 
10,000 and scatter it through the empire. 
When the book was brought before the Exe- 
cutive committee the prefaces were found 
most denunciatory of England, describing 
side by side in all their horrors the slave 
trade of the eighteenth century and the 
opium traffic of the nineteenth. For two 
hours I reasoned with a high official, the 
representative of the Nan-tsin millionaires, 
showing that the case was put too strongly. 

% Are not these facts true?“ he asked. 
„Let all men know that one of the promi- 
nent causes of the present disturbance is 
opium.” 


DISCUSS REQUESTS OF CHINA. 


Foreign Envoys Consider Question of 
Punishment and Exempt Two 
of the Leaders. 


PEKIN, Jan. 22.—The foreign Envoys today 
discussed the requests of the Chinese Plen- 
ipotentiaries, especially in the matter of 
punishments, and exempted Tsi Lien and 
Tsi Wing as being less guilty than the others. 
The reply to the Chinese note will be de- 
livered on Thursday. It will emphasize the 
point that the signing of the agreement will 
be without value unless good faith is shown 
by acts, and that it will be absolutely use- 


has concluively proved her good intentions. 
Russia has almost completed the turning 
over of the railroad to the Germans.

and Prince Tuan to Pekin. 


Doubts Report About America. 

BERLIN, Jan. 22.—With reference to the 
report cabled from the United States that 
the Washington government has issued a 
note to the powers asking for the with- 
drawal of the allied troops to Tien Tsin and 
for that Chinese territory, in- 
cluding nehuria, will be left intact, a 
high official of the German Foreign office 
said today he did not believe the United 
States would ask for such terms as the 
powers would need to keep the troops where 
they were for the sake of diplomatic pres- 
eure during the peace negotiations. 

Hamburg firms interested in the far East 
met today and decided to hand to the Ger- 
man Foreign office a memorial concerning 
the damages causéd by the Chinese war. 

The Chinese Minister in Berlin, Lu Hal 
Houan, has asked and obtained leave to 
preceed to The Hague, to which capital he 
is also accredited. It is understood that the 
purpose of the trip is to ascertain the chance 
of arbitration for the settlement of any ques- 
tions that may be left undecided at Pekin. 


NATIVES OF ILOILO TAKE OATH. 


Over a Thousand Persons at Vigan 
Swear Allegiance to the United 
States. 


MANILA, Jan. 22.—The oath of allegiancé 
has been administered in a church at Vigan 
to over 1,000 persons, who acknowledged 
they had contributed to the insurgent cause. 
Chaplain Fitzgerald addressed the natives 
in Spanish, The parish priest translated his 
remarks into Ilocano and administered the 
oath. 

About 400 persons in the vicinity of Ma- 
labon assembled in the church and on the 
plaza also took the oath.

REPORTS ON CARE OF SOLDIERS. 


Royal Commission Finds the Hospital 
and Medical Service in South Africa 
Was Generally Good.

LONDON, Jan. 22.—The Royal commission 
appointed to investigate the south African 
hospital question under the Presidency of 
Justice Romer has issued, a long report, the 
tenor of which is that, reviewing the cam- 
paign as a whole, it cannot properly be sald 
that the medical or hospital arrangements 
broke down. It addg that there has been 
nothing in the nature of a scandal in regard 
to the care of the sick and wounded and no 
general widespread neglect. All the wit- 
nesses of experience in other wars were 
practically unanimous in declaring that, 
taking it all in all, the sick and wounded 
were never so well cared for in any cam- 


paign.

RIBOT SCORES ANTI-CATHOLICS. 


Former French Premier, While Favor- 
ing Supremacy of Civil Power, Re- 
fuses to Follow Government. 


PARIS, Jan, 22.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties during the debate on the law of asso- 
ciations today, M. Ribot, the former Premier, 
declared he would oppose the bill. He favored 
the supremacy of civil power, but he refused 
to follow the government in a cam 
against Catholicism. M. Ribot desired lib- 
erty for all and defended the concordal, 
which, he said, was a guarantee of religious 
peace. 

M. Ribot concluded with defending freedom 
of teaching and with reproaching the govern- 
ment for preventing the appeasement of the 
country.

BUDGET ON FROGAL 


COUNCIL COMMITTEE SPENDS A 
DAY IN BLASTING HOPES. 


Appropriations Carried to a Point 
Where It Can Be Seen That Improve- 
ments This Year Will Be Few and 
Inexpensive—Plans of Mayor Likely 
to Fail for Want of Money—Kerfoot 
Holds Against the Water Mortgage 
Scheme—Other Municipal Affairs, 


The City Council Finance committee yes- 
terday carried the appropriation budget to 
a point where it could be seen that the im- 
provements made in Chicago this year will 
be few and inexpensive. All day sessions, 
with luncheons served in the committee- 
rooms, are ahead of the Aldermen and city 
officials for the rest of the week. The com- 
mittee-room has taken the appearance of a 
banking office and the Council chamber 
ante-room that‘of a café and kitchen. 

The proposed loan to be secured by a mort- 
gage on the water system received a set- 
back from Controller Kerfoot during the 
day when-he stated to the committee his 
opinion that it could not be accomplished. 
The Corporation Counsel has not yet given 
a decision on the matter. 

Mayor Harrison has been endeavoring to 
secure favorable treatment of his municipal 
lodging-house gnd small parks plans, but it 
is unlikely that any large sum will be given 
either. Bridge building will suffer for lack 
of funds and there is little probability that 
@ great deal can be done for the disposition 
of garbage. 

An appropriation will be made to settle 
unpaid claims against the city which have 
been carried over from last year, over $1,000,- 
000 being required for this purpose. 

On account of uncertainty in special as- 
sessment matters it is probable that less 
than two-thirds the work done last year will 
be accomplished this year. In sidewalk pav- 
ing, seventy-two miles were completed last 
year, while it is {mprobable that more than 
forty miles will be finished this year. 

Obstructionists in the City Council having 
blocked the canceling of electric light fran- 
chises to companies which have not upheld 
the terms of agreement, the Committee on 
Gas, Oil, and Electric Light again has been 
given the subject for consideration. Most of 
these franchises now are in the possession 
of the Chicago Edison company. 

Alderman Stanley Kunz and his supporters, 
with the plea that they acted in the inter- 
ests of the independent companies and 
against the trust,“ actually conserved the 
interest of the Chicago Edison company and 
nearly succeeded in having the repealing 
ordinance killed.

How the Trouble Started. 


The trouble at Stanford dates back to last 


May, when Dr. Ross delivered an address at a 
San Fr 

against the influx of Japanese laborers into 
this country. President Jordan had. orig- 
inally been invited to speak, but he excused 
himself on the score of work, and suggested 
Ross in his stead. At this Ross 
made his radical speech. He simply in- 
sisted on the exclusion of the Japanese as a 
measure of wisdom in the light of the experi- 
ence with the Chinese. 

When the report of Ross’ speech at the 
meeting reached Mrs. Stanford, who was 
then in Europe, she was angry. It was not 
the words of Ross, but the fact that a Stan- 
ford professor should appear at an anti 
Japanese meeting that aroused her ire. Her 
feeling may be understood when it is said 
that for years Senator Stanford, as the exe- 
cutive head of the great Southern Pacific 
company, was denounced by Kearney and his 


followers as the chief importer of coole 


labor. These denunciations made Mrs. 
Stanford sensitive on this subject and em- 
bittered her against Ross. 


President Jordan had so much ce 


in Ross as a teacher that for two years ie © 
stood between Mrs. Stanford and his friend. 


He urged the great honesty and ability of 
Ross and kept her from demanding his dis- 
missal. The anti-Japanese address, how- 
ever, settled things. Mrs. Stanford insisted 
that Ross must go, and Dr. Jordan had to 
obey, as she left him no option. Many of 


his friends believe that Jordan made a seri- ~ 


ous error in not calling together his faculty 
and submitting the case to them. Had they 
all decided to go out with Ross, Mrs. Stan- 
ford would have been compelled to forego 
her personal prejudice, Instead, he in- 
formed Ross of Mrs. Stanford’s decision 
and made an arrangement with him to re- 
main till the close of the college year. 

The day after Ross’ dismissal was made 
public, Dr. George E. Howard, before his 
class on French Revolution, delivered an 
address which was an impassioned protest 
against Ross’ removal and an eloquent plea 
for the fullest Hberty of speech in university 
discussion. Dr. Howard opened his ad- 
dress by declaring that he could not con- 
fine himself to Voltaire and the Intellectual

The blow does not come 
directly from the founder. Itreally proceeds 
from the sinister spirit of social bigotry and 
commercial intolerance, which is just now the 
deadliest foe of American democracy. In 
order that we may attain the highest ideal 
of social, moral, and intellectual life our 
university must be the inviolable sanctuaries 
of free inquiry.“ 

This speech was widely published and ex- 
cited much comment, most among papers. 
holdi hat there was no justification for the 


.| dismissal of Ross. Only one professor fol- 


lowed Ross, Assistant Professor Aldrich of 
the economic department, who declared he 
could not teach after such treatment of his. 
superior. Although there was much dis- 
cussion among the alumni, the excitement 
gradually subsided, and it seemed ase if the 
trouble had been buried, when suddenly last 
Monday Dr. Howard gave out to the press 
correspondence with Dr. Jordan which had 
ended in his resfgnation and its acceptance, to 
take effect from date.

Interstate Commerce Commission Hears | 
E. G. Davies’ Evidence Against 
the Illinois Central. 


Interstate Commerce Commissioners Yeo- 


mans, Proudy, and Fifer held a session here 


yesterday in the office of the United States 
District Attorney, hearing the complaint of 
E. G. Davies against the Illinois Central 
charging the railroad company with 
crimination in rates on vegetables. 

Mr. Davies is a general consignee and dis- 
tributor of fruits and vegetables. In astate- 
mént, which his attorney, G. W. Plummer, 
submitted, he charged that during the last 
fivé years the railroad company had sub- 


fected his business to discrimination and 
‘disadvantage by charging. him more than 


other shippers between certain points. He 


‘complained that the raflroad officials had 


refused persistently to unload the shipments 
when in carload 8 and for which 
service he had to pay 2 à car 

The railroad company denied the charge 
of discrimination and claimed that Mr. Da- 
vies was treated the same as all other ship- 
pers. The rates on vegetables in carload 
lots, the company claimed, were unusually 
low, and it could not afford to unload them, 
The same rule was followed on all carload 


freight, except package freight, which was 


unloaded at the company's expense, but 
carloads of coal, iron, fruit, grain, and every- 
thing else that is given the benefit of a low 
carload rate had to be unloaded at the ex- 


‘pense of the receiver. 


Charge Collusion with Scalpers. |

ESCAPE IN GOOD ORDER. 


Fire Spreads to Other Buildings, 


Causing Heavy Property 


‘CREATES SCARE IN HOTEL. 


Cincinnati,, O., Jan. 22.—[Special.]—Fire to- 
night destroyed the Grand Opera-House 
Building, wrecked the top stories of the new 
Butler Building adjoining, damaged the Cen- 
tral Fire Department Building, and the Me- 
chanics’ Institute. 

When the fire was discovered the Grand 
Opera-House was crowded. E. H. Sothern, 


who had just begun the second scene of 


„Hamlet,“ sprang to the stage and made a 
speech which prevented a panic. Fright- 
ened but orderly, the big audience filed out 
of the theater as quickly as possible. Every 
one seemed to realize what would happen if 
the crowd should get excited. A few people 
in the gallery were taken down on ladders 
and others escaped across an old passageway 
to the Fire Department Building. Some 
members of the Cincinnati Gymnasium, lo- 
cated in the Opera-House Building, were 
rescued on fire ladders. 

In two hours after Sothern had uttered his 
quiet warning to the audience the theater 
was in ruins. The loss on it is $200,000, with- 
eut a cent of insurance. All the parapher- 
nalia connected with the elaborate produc- 
tion ok Hamlet was lost. 


ee Sothern Prevents a Panic. 
The fire started in the basement of the 
Opera-House Building. It had almost broken 
through the floor when the occupants of the 
stage aware that the building was 
on fire. Mr. Sothern kept his presence of 
mind, realizing that the utmost coolness was 

the only thing that could avert a panic. 
Scarcely had he uttered his warning when 
the people began to leave the theater. Be- 
fore they were all out there shot up through 
the floor a tongue of flame. 

The house force exerted itself to calm the 
audience. No danger“ was cried and had its 
effect, albeit every person in the house knéw 
that there was danger. But there was no 
outery. Quietly the people passed toward 
the exits and into the air, the actors helping 
some over the footlights and through the 
stage entrance to Longworth street. So long 
did the players persist in this work that when 
it came to their turn to leave most were 
compelled to seek the street in sock and 

leaving behind their street clothes. 


Quiets Guests in Hotel. 

It soon becaine evident that the opera- 
house was doomed. The efforts of the fire- 
men were, therefore, concentrated on the 
Butler Building, and in keeping the flames 

‘from spreading still farther. After a hard 
fight the fames were beaten down. : 

Across the street from the Butler Build- 
ing and the Gift’s engine-house is the Palace 
Hotel, It required all the skill of the man- 
ager to prevent a panic among the guests.

BLOW SAPE, FIGHT A POSSE 


BRAVE TENNESSEE MINISTER 
KILLED BY BURGLARS. 


After Robbing a Store the Desperadoes 
Burn It and Flee—Chased to Ken- 
tucky by Citizens, They Use an Old 


Their Pursuers—One Robber Dead, 
Two Are Captured, and Two Make 
Their Escape. 


Nashville, Tenn., Jan. 22.—[Special.]—Two 
desperate battles between safe-blowers and 
a posse of citizens occurred today near Flip- 
pen, resulting in the killing of one of the rob- 
bers and one of the posse, the fatal wounding 
of another member of the pursuing party, 
and the capture of two robbers. The name 
of the dead robber is not known. The mem- 
ber of the posse who was killed was the Rev. 
Mr. Densey, a minister of the Methodist 
Church. The wotinded member of the posse 
is a son of Mr. Derfsey. 

Early last Sunday morning five men robbed 
and burned the general merchandise store 
of Burnley & Halkat Willard, five miles from 
Hartsville. They bored into the safe, filled 
the aperture with powder, wrapped heavy 
material around the safe, and blew it open. 
After securing several hundred dollars and 
a quantity of stamps from the postoffice de- 
partment of the store, the robbers set fire 
to the place, which was soon in ashes. The 
Are spread to the Willard tobacco factory, 
but the flames were extinguished before 
much damage was done. The safe in the 
store contained $15,000 worth of notes and 
accounts belonging to Burnley & Hall and 
the Willard tobacco factory, and these were 
also burned. 

Immediately after the discovery of the 
robbery officers and citizens started in pur- 
‘suit of the robbers. The latter, after a long 
chase through Macon County, made a dash 
for the Kentucky State line, which they 
succeeded in crossing. They concealed 
themselves in an old log house in the dense 
woods, and their hiding place being located, 
the officers and posse surrounded it. 

The Rev. Mr. Densey and his son rushed 

with others to the house, and as they broke 
open the door they were met by a volley 
from the robbers. Mr. Densey dropped dead 
and his son fell with a mortal wound. The 
posse returned the fire, and after the ex- 
change of many shots, one of which dan- 
gerously wounded one of the robbers, his four 
confederates sprang through the windows 
and fled toward the forest.“ 

The posse followed them for several miles, 
and overtaking them, another fight eusued. 
The robbers, who were well armed, defied 
their pursuers, and shot after shot was fired 
on both sides. One of the robbers was killed 
and another was wounded and taken into 
custody. The other two, seeing that they 
would be overpowered, fled, with the posse 
close behind them at last accounts. 

The two wounded robbers were taken to 
Tompkinsville and committed to jail to pre- 
vent their being lynched. Threats of mob 
violence were freely made, and the officers 
experienced great trouble in keeping the 
prisoners from falling intg the hands of the 
men who clamored for their lives.

PRESIDENT HANBERG WANTS A 
BOARD “ ABOVE REPROACH.” 


Charges Now in the Hands of State’s 
Attorney and Expected to Be Pre- 
sented to Grand Jury Given as the 
Cause for the Change—Accusations 
of Law Violations Are Many and in 
Some Instances Apparently Substan- 
tiated Already. 


As the result of charges against the County 
Civil Service board now in the hands of 
State’s Attorney Deneen and likely to be 
presented to the grand jury, President Han- 
berg of the County board probably will wipe 
the entire board off the slate and select three 
new commissioners. The merit board as 
constituted consists of President James D. 
Morrison, Secretary George W. Lovejoy, and 
Walter A. Lantz. Mr. Lantz's term has ex- 
pired. 

‘The evidence has been collected by Follett 
W. Bull, secretary of the Civil Service Re- 
form league, and Hoyt King, secretary of the 
Citizens’ association.. It is asserted that the 
county merit officials have violated the law at 
least sixty times. The charges against them 
include non-enforcement of the merit law 
and vjolations of its provisions. The charges 
were. submitted to President Hanberg in the 
form of a pamphlet on Jan. 3. 

It is declared that before the investigation 
President Hanberg did not contemplate any 
changes in the board except in the appoint- 
ment of a member to take the place of Mr. 
Lantz. The charges in some instances have 
been substantiated to the satisfaction of Mr. 
Hanberg, and he has about decided on a clean 
sweep. 


Wants Board Above Reproach. 

The members of the board have lived up 
to the requirements of the law ever since I 
have been in office,“ said he, and I am sat- 
isfied that they would continue to do so if I 
reappointed them. I find, however, that 
some of the charges are correct, and as it is 
fitting that the body should be above re- 
proach a change probably will be made.“ 

No hints have been dropped by Mr. Han- 
berg as to his probable choice, but it is said 
that L. B. Langworthy probably will be 
chosen President of the new board. Charles 
D. Gastfield, ex-City Clerk, is expected to re- 
place . Lantz. The appointment to the 
third position on the board is a matter of 
speculation. 


Still Fighting Cut in Pay. 
Further opposition has developed among 
“the County Commissioners to President Han- 
berg’s plan that they cut their salaries or 
take a two months’ vacation each year with- 
out pay. Heated discussions have been fre- 
quent in the executive sessions of the 
Finance committee and every effort has been 
made by some members to arrange the 
county’s finances so that a slashing of their 
salaries will be unnecessary. When Presi- 
dent Hanberg's suggestion for a reduction 
of $1,000 in each commissioner’s salary was 
opposed, he advanced the enforced vacation 
plan. Commissioners Hoffman, Organ, 
Rosenfeld, Walker, and Van Steenberg in- 
dorse Mr. Hanberg's suggestion. Commis- 
sioners Beer, Ahrens, and others oppose it. 

It is rumored that the members from the 
country districts hold the balance of power. 
As the county’s revenue will be $102,000 less

LAUNCH A NEW LIFE BOAT. 


Cuthbert Company Floats’ Barrel- 
Shaped Craft Invented by Charles 
Mayo, Formerly in British Navy. 


A new form of lifeboat was launched yes- 
terday afternoon at the yards of the Cuth- 
bert Boatbuilding company at Ninety-second 
street and Calumet River. It is the inven- 
tion of Charles Mayo, formerly of the British 
navy, and now employed in the Cuthbert 


yard. 

The boat is in the shape of a barrel, being 
twenty feet long and composed of two cyl- 
inders, one inside of the other. The width 
is about the same as an ordinary lifeboat 
and the capacity of the craft is given as 
fifty persons. 

The space between the two shells will be 
filled with compressed air, to supply the 
occupants When the hatches are battened 
down in a heavy sea. The inner shell is 
pivoted at the ends and weighted on the 
bottom, so that it will maintain an upright 
position no matter how heavy the sea Is. 
In its present form the boat is intended for 
use as a lifeboat on vessels. 

The only method of propulsion is with 
oars. There are portholes for oars in the 
sides, which are to be kept closed during 
bad weather and which may be opened from 
the inside when the sea goes down. 


DENIES TRUST IN PINEAPPLES. 


South Water Street Dealer Explains the 
Organization of West Florida 
Growers.

CORONER’S JURY FINDS VERDICT 
ON TURNER HALL DEATHS. 


Declares That if Chairs and Tables Had 
Been Fastened to Floor Fatalities 
Would Have Been Averted and Rec- 
ommends an Ordinance — Fails to 
Censure City Building Department— 
Urges Police Permits and Protection 
for All Such Entertainments. S 


A city ordinance requiring that all chairs 
and tables in amusement hall be fastened 
to the floor securely was recommended last 
evening by the Coroner’s jury inquiring into 
the cause of the death of the five victims of 
the panic on Jan. 12 at the West Twelfth 
Street Turner Hall. There was no censure 
of the City Building department, the verdict 
merely stating the facts of the fatalities and 
adding that the jurymen believed the panic 
would not have resulted fatally had the 
chairs been fastened down. 

The inquest, held in Justice Sabath's court- 
room at the Maxwell Street Police Station. 
attracted- a large crowd. Deputy Coroner 
L. E. Buckley, assisted by Deputy oroner 
Julius Feldestine, conducted it. During the 
proceedings sobbing was frequently heard 
when witnesses were describing the horror 
of the scene. 

The victims, with 600 other residents of the 
district, were attending a dramatic perform- 
ance presented by Hebrew players, when 
smoke was noticed in the hall near one of the 
furnace registers. A boy cried “‘ Fire!“ and 
the fatal panic ensued. 

The evidence of the members of the the- 
atrical company conflicted with that of the 
lessee of the hall, who swore the hall was 
provided with a stage exit. Members of the 
company swore that if such an exit was in 
existence they never knew of it. Ira Gold- 
berg, a stage hand, said he knew of the en- 
trance, but that it was nailed up. 

The verdict returned, after reciting the 
death of Annie Goldberg, said:

STERLING CASE IS A SUICIDE. 


Coroner’s Jury Decides the Young 
Woman Killed Herself—Prison- 
ers Are Exonerated. 


At the Coroner's inquest in the case of Miss 
Elizabeth Sterling, who died on Monday 
morning at 263 Twenty-ninth street under 
what were considered suspicious circum- 
stances, the jury decided yesterday afternoon 
that she came to her death from the effects 
of carbolic acid taken with suicidal intent. 
Michael Lawler of the commission firm of 
Lawler Bros. at the Stock-Yards, who had 
visited the rooming-house with Miss Sterling 
the previous Friday night, and Mrs. Mattie 
Harris, the lessee of the flat, were both exon- 
erated. 

Deputy Coroner John Downey was in charge 
of the inquest. The witnesses examined were 
Douglas Sterling, a brother of the woman. 
Detectives Schweickert and Breterneitz of 
the Cottage Grove Avenue Police Station, 
Dr. W. A. Bennett of 2001 State street, and 
Mrs. Mattie Harris. Mr. Sterling testified 
that his sister had been of a melancholy dis- 
position for a considerable period. Mrs. Har- 
ris told of the case. I heard some one 
moaning in the hallway," she said. “ It was 
Miss Sterling. I dragged her into the kitchen. 
We sent for Dr. Bennett, who treated her 
until she died.“ 

Dr. Bennett corroborated Mrs. Harris: 
statement. The detectives told how their 
attention had been called to the case and 
stated their belief that it was suicide. The 
Deputy Coroner read the report of the Coro- 
ner’s physician, showing that Miss Sterling 
had died as the result of carbolic acid poigon- 
ing.

III., Jan. 2.— The long-ex- 
pected flood of gas legislation started in the 
house today. It is reported that there are 
500 or more different bills attacking the Peo- 
ple’s Gas company of Chicago in one form 
or another, either in Springfield or under 
preparation in Chicago. Only three, how- 
ever, made their appearance today. Two of 
them were identical and were introduced by 
Representatives Erickson and Gould of Chi- 


cago. They provided for the repeal of what 
is known as the frontage law, which was 


passed in 1897, which provides for the consent 


of property-owners before gas mains can 


de laid in a street. It practically gave com- 


panies in existence then a monopoly, as it is 
impossible to obtain the frontage consents 
in the manner spécified in the law. 

The third bill was introduced by Mr. Gould 
and permits the municipal ownership of gas 
plants in Chicago and other cities. The bill 
provides that any city, incorporated town, or 
village in the State may construct and main- 
tain a system of gas works or may purchase 
or lease gas works already erected for the 
purpose of furnishing gas to corporations and 
its inhabitants. It also provides that cities 
may unite together in the construction and 
maintenance of gas plants. ; 

The bill gives the corporations the right to 
acauire property by condemnation of proper- 


4 t for the location of works. The rules for 


‘running the plants and the gas rates are all 
left in the hands of the City Council. The bill 
provides that the expense of locating, erect- 
ing, and constructing gas reservoirs and for 
idying gas mains shall be collected by spe- 
cial assessment. The bill further provides 
that all the income received from the such 
works shall be kept in a separate fund and 
applied in the payment of the expense and 
thé cost of the plant. Any surplus may be 
applied in such manner as the Council di- 


rects. 

The bill further provides that if a city lease 
or purchase gas works already constructed 
the proposition shall first be submitted to 
the legal voters at a general election. | 


Midnight Closing Bill. 
The present Legislature seems inclined to 


take a hand in the question of midnight 
closing of saloons in Chicago. Representa- 


tive Clayton E. Crafts of Cook County today 


introduced a bill looking to the closing of 
ealoons between the hours of 12 o clock mid- 
night and 6 o’clock in the morning. As the 
State law now stands there is a provision 
against open salgons on Sunday, but nothing 
regarding the hours they must keep on other 
Gays of the week. All regulations through- 
out the State covering that point are local 
jaws. Mr. Crafts’ bill, which is an amend- 
ment of section 1 of the present dramshop 
act, after reciting in the existing words what 
constitutes a dramshop, reads: 

“No intoxicating liquors shall be sold or 
given away in any dramshop or in any room 
or place adjacent thereto between the hours 
of 12 o'clock midnight and 6 o’clock a. m. 
of any secular day, nor upon a Sunday. Who- 
ever by himself, or another, shall violate this 
get shall for each offense be fined not less 
than $20nor more than $100, or imprisonment 
in the county jail, not less than ten or more 
than thirty days, or. both, in the discretion of 
the court.”’ 


Mr. Crafts also introduced a bill which pro- 
vides that not more than one incorporated 
Village may exist in the same incorporated 
town under a special charter.

SCHARDT OUT OF THE RACE. 


President of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil Does Not Seek Re-election, and 
Carpenters May Withdraw. 


President Schardt of the Building Trades 
council announces that he will not be a 
candidate for reélection at the semi-annual 
election of that body on Friday night, and 
his decision is believed to foreshadow some 
definite move on the part of the carpenters. 
Until recently it has beer given out by the 
friends of Schardt that he would be a candi- 
date for re#lection. His change of front and 
a reticence as to the cause of it have created 
belief that the carpenters foresee an early 
dissolution of the council. 

Since the beginning of the aggressive cam- 
paign of the contractors the carpenters have 
been dissatisfied with the policy of the lead- 
ers in postponing an agreement. Many mem- 
bers of the union have been discharged by 
the contractors and their places filled by 
members of the independent union. The men 
are handicapped, too, by the Saturday half 
holiday, which is causing many of them to 
lose their jobs, and so intense is the feeling 
that it is sald. some of the unions have 
threatened to withdraw from the district 
council and the Building Trades council and 
make agreements with the contractors. 

It is said that the leaders, in view of the 
dissatisfaction, are preparing to reopen ne- 
gotiations with the contractors, which will 
involve withdrawal from the Building Trades 
council. 

Another striking feature of the election 
of the council and an evidence of its waning 
strength promises to be the practical aboli- 
tion of the office of secretary of that body, 
now held by E. A. Davis. Mr. Davis now 
draws a monthly salary of $165, out of which 
he has to pay the salary of a janitor. In 
view of the financial distress of the council 
it is proposed to allow the secretary only 
$8 a week, which is to pay for his services 
on the weekly meeting night of that body. 
All other pay is to be distontinued, except 
that of the janitor. 

Action of Molders Illegal. 

Fraser & Chalmers received official notice 
yesterday from the officials of the Interna- 
tional Iron Molders’ uniofi declaring the 
strike of the iron molders illegal. The com- 
munication was from President Martin Fox 
and is as follows: 

The action of the molders declaring a strike in 
your foundry is an assumption of authority which 
has no official recognition from the Iron Molders’ 
Union of North America or local Union No. 283 
ot Chicago, of which they are members. Said 
action was illegal andga violation of our rules 
and laws, and the members of the Iron Molders’ 
union are authorized to accept employment in your 
foundry pending investigation of the alleged 
grievance and decision of conference committee 
as provided in the New York agreement. To all 
members of our union who go to work we will 
guarantee the fullest recognition and support of 
our organizaticn. 


Six of the Men Return. 


The shop was reopened for work yesterday 
and six of the men returned to work. It is 
the belief of the firm that most of the other 
men who stopped work will soon return, 

“The matter is now out of our hands,” 
said Mr. Chalmers yesterday. It now rests 
with the administrative committees of the 
National Foundrymen’s association and the 
interntaional union to determine how the 
strikers who may refuse to return to work 
shall be disciplined. I am entirely satisfied 
with the course of President Fox and the 
international officials.”

‘MERRILL WILL. 


Wisconsin Courts to Be Asked 
for Construction on 
Provisions. 


MEANING IS NOT CLEAR. 


Bricklayers and Masons’ Union 
Has Fight Over the Chi- 
eago Strike. 


BLOOD SHED IN ICE WAR. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 22.—[Special.]—A 


suit will be filed soon asking for a construc- 
tion of the will of the late Sherburne S. Mer- 


4 rill at the time ot his death and for many 


years prior to that time general manager 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
way system. Mr. Merrill died Feb. 8, 1885. 
For more than fifteen years his estate, valued 
at upwards of $1,100,000, has been in the 
hands of trustees, und no question has ever 
been raised affecting the validity of the will 
or questioning its provisions. 

The suit will be brought in behalf of Sher- 
burne Merrill Becker, a grandson of the 
late . S. Merrill and the son and only heir 
of the late Mrs. Sarah Worthing Becker. 
Mrs. Becker was a daughter of S. 8. Mer- 


rill. In hér will, recently admitted to probate, 


after making a few bequests, the entire 
estate is bequeathed to her son, Sherburne 
M. Becker. 

The issues which the court will be asked 
to settle in the suit for the construction 
of the will of Mr. Merrill grew out of the 
death of Mrs. Becker. Mr. Merrill de- 
queathed his property in trust for the benefit 
of his children. Under that trust Mrs. 
Becker received an amount annually ex- 
ceeding $12,000, representing the interest on 
her share of her father’s estate. 

The will of Mr. Merrill provided that upon 
the death of Mrs. Becker her interest should 
be divided into two portions, one to descend 
to her children and the other to go to the 
other heirs of Mr. Merrill. The same clause 
of the will provides that the trustees shall 
pay to the children of Mrs. Becker the in- 
terest upon that portion for ninety-one years 
after her death, when the principal is to 
be divided between the heirs. Immediately 
following is another clause, which provided 
that if the children of Mrs. Becker shall die 
before the age of 21 years that portion 
descending to them should revert to the 
other heirs. 


Executor Green Resigns. 


The fact that doubt has arisen as to the 
provisions of the will of Mr. Merrill were 
made known to Judge Wallber this morning 
when David C. Green tendered his resignation 
as executor of the estate of Mrs. Sarah 
Worthing Becker. In his petition asking to 
be relieved, Mr. Green says before the appli- 
cation for the probate of the will of Mrs. 
Becker, Sherburne Merrill Becker, the son 
and only heir of deceased, was advised that 
doubt existed as to the legal construction of 
the will of the late S. S. Merrill, and that it 
might be contended that he had rights in the 


estate of S. S. Merril greater than those ex- 


pressed by the terms of the instrument. 

Mr. Green says he is advised that an action 
is soon to be commenced asking that the will 
be construed. Inasmuch as he is one of the 
trustees of the estate of S. 8. Merrill ua* 
an interested party, Mr. Green says he cui. 
not continue to act as executor of the estate 
of Mrs. Becker. Judge Wallber appointed 
George C. Markham to succeed him upon the 
petition of Sherburne Merril] Becker. 

According to the last report of the trustees 
of the estate of S. S. Merrill, filed in Septem- 
ber last, the estate was worth $1,145,086. 45, 
the net income for the year amounted to 
$36,495.27, and Mrs. Becker’s share was 
$12,607.40, being equal to that of Mrs. Marion 
Merrill Chester. The other heirs, who have 
smaller interests, are F. F. and ichard 
Merrill. 

The first contest in the convention of the 
Bricklayers and Masons’ Internationa] Union 
of America developed today over the report 
of the Committee on Officers, which reported 
sustaining the action of the Executive board 
declaring the recent Chicago strike irregular 
and for that reason refusing aid to the strik- 
ers. 

As soon as the report was made it was sav- 
agely attacked by the Chicago delegates, 
chief among them being George P. Gub- 
bins, Thomas R. Preece, and A. E. Vor- 
keller. They all contended that the Chicago 
trouble was not a strike but a lockout, and 
that consequently the 3,500 men thrown out 
of work were entitled to the usual assistance 
—$5 a week for unmarried men, $7 for men 
with families, and $12 for those disbursing 
the funds. 

The members of the Executive board, who 
are President Klein, First Vice President 
Willlam J. Sheedy, and Secretary William 
Dobson, defended their refusal to vote aid 
to the strikers, their contention being that 
the strike was irregular in that it was not 
declared in accordance with the rules of the 
organization. 

Another spirited contest is sure to develop 
when the Committee on Officers’ Reports 
submits its report on the action of the Ex- 
ecutive board in creating the office of Chief 
Organizer and electing Thomas O’ Dea to fill 
it. It is understiod that the committee ap- 
pointed to make a special report will in- 
dorse the board’s action. This is certain to 
arouse the ire of the Chicago men. Mr. 
O' Dea receives $75 for each subordinate union 
he organizes. He makes about $10,000 a year.

Bloodshed in Ice War. 

The first blood shed in the ice companies’ 
war was during a clash this afternoon. Be- 
for that the steamer Julius Goll had succeed- 
ed in making its way a quarter of a mile fur- 
ther up stream than it was at daybreak. 
The steamer kept at work at the ice all the 
forenoon, cutting a narrow channel toward 
River Park, men with saws on the ice assist- 
ing in the work. Meanwhile the employ€s 
of the Wisconsin Ice company, who had 
failed to construct their boom further down 
the stream, on account of the repeated 
charges of the little battleship, retreated to 
River Park. There the boom was built. 

The ice company, in expectation of the 
coming of the steamer, built a fence about 
the ice near River Park, reserved for skat- 
ers, and from the outer side of this space, at 
the lower extremity of the park, stretched a 
boom of timbers chained together. Below 
this a heavy raft, five feet wide, was con- 
structed. The steamer reached the boom. 
It dashed at the boom trying to break it. 
The steamer was hung up on the boom late 
in the afternoon and all efforts to release it 
proved unavailing. 

An attempt was made to reach the chains 
ot the doom on which the Goll was caught, 
and the employés of the two companies had 
their first clash. Pike poles were swung 
threateningly and some of the small arms“ 
were captured by the crew of the steamer. 
While the men were striking at each other, 
J. Jaroch, one of the Wisconsin Lakes’ em- 
ployés, struck Frank Jannes of the boat 
crew with a pike pole, making an ugly gash 
on the man’s arm.

In 
hie formal report he advises the members 
to set a good example by voluntarily redu- 
cing their own salaries. He thinks economy 
should begin at home. The curtailment of 
expenses made necessary by the shortage 


of funds should not be borne alone by those 


in subordinate positions, but should be 
Shared by all departments of the county 
government. Mr. Hanberg urges the com- 
missioners to rise to the opportunity and 
begin the work of reform by voting to bear 
their share of the general reduction. This 
is wise and consistent advice. Curtailment 
of expenses in some form is absolutely nec- 
Fear. The commissioners can handle this 
problem much more easily if they can con- 
Vince everybody of their sincerity and desire 
to be just. The best way to do this is to 
begin the good work by voluntarily voting 
to reduce their own salaries. Then they can 
‘consistently proceed to carry out the rest of 
the proposed reform: by voting for a similar 


reduction in the pay of clerks and office 


help. It would not look well for them to 
soale down the salaries of the clerks, who 
really do more or lees work to earn their 
pay, while the commissioners themselves, 
who do less work than the subordinates, re- 
fuse to stand any share of the reduction. 
That would lay the board open to the charge 
of inconsistency and injustice. The mem- 
bers cannot do better than to adopt President 


Hanberg’s advice. 


' PRACTICAL STREET CAR REFORM. 

The ordinance introduced by Alderman 
eon on Monday night to stop the run- 
Ming of street cars in trains, by requiring 
each car to be operated singly, is theoretical- 
bound. It may, however, give too short 
@ notice, and in view of the impending ex- 
piration of the street car franchises it may 
démand too much of the companies in the 
way of resanipment involving as it does 
the disuse of all grip cars at once. Still. 


the ordinance contemplates the ending of 


‘an evil practice sanctioned by the Council 
years ago when the public was less well 
informed than now as to what constitutes 
@ good. street car service. In this re- 
spect the proposed ordinance is thorough- 
ly praiseworthy, and with some slight 
modifications to meet the temporary situa- 
tion it should be adopted. Before any new 
franchises are grafted the principles of 
this ordinance should be insisted on. 

“Phe proposed. revocation of permission 


to run cars in trains, which never should 


have been granted, is just and equitable. 
It is dictated by regard for the interests 
of the public. The traction companies will 
have no legitimate cause for complaint 
if. they shall be required at once to run 
no more than one grip car and one trailer 
together. The intention is to give them 
until the Ist of July to make the neces- 
sary arrangements for abandoning methods 
of operating their cars which they have 


«long known are offensive to Chicagoans. 


It is proposed to treat the companies more 
econsiderately than they have treated their 

‘The defects of the long train service, 
whose compulsory abandonment is contem- 
plated, are many and notorious. 

A long train makes more stops than a 
single car does and hence the running time 
is slower and passengers are forced to spend 
more time on the cars than they should. 

When cars are bunched in trains the serv- 
ice is infrequent. It is necessary to wait 
four times as long for transportation when 
four cars are linked together as it is when 
each of these cars is operated singly. The 
train system Multiples the length of time 


; a hien must be spent, in good or bad weath- 


ef, in waiting on the streets for a car. 
People have to wait four minutes when they 
should have to wait one. 

Under the present arrangement only about 


' ome-third of the passengers are landed at 


their actual distination. A minority are 
able to get off at the street crossing. The 
majority are carried beyond it, often to 
the middle of the block, and are compelled 
to wade through snow, slush, or mud up 
to the ankles to reach the sidewalk. The 
criasings frequently are clean and passen- 
gers in the last car who have an opportunity 
to alight there—when the gripman does 
not overshoot the mark—do no wading. 
Others are not so fortunate. They are 


The train item adds greatly to the 


number of accidents, The gripman can 
stop one car in a space of a few feet. The 
ponderous cable train hardly can be brought 
to a halt in less than half a block. Ace- 
eidents cause many delays. Sometimes 
the service on an important thoroughfare 
is paralyzed for an hour or more by a col- 
lision which would not have happened if 
the gripman had had but one car to look 
after. 

There is one feature of the Nelson ordi- 
nance which must commend it to Aldermen 
who profess great solicitude for the interests 
of labor. It will give employment to labor 
where more labor is needed. This is not 
à proposition to make unnecessary “ jobs,” 
but to give employment to men whose serv- 
ices never should have been dispensed with. 
It is for the public interest that the number 
of gripmen should be much increased. 

The increase in operating expenses due 
to the employment of an adequate force 
may cut a fraction of 1 per cent off tife 
12 per cent dividends of a traction com- 
pany. Surely there cannot be an Alderman 
who will see in such a casualty as this a 
reason for voting against’ Alderman Nel- 
son’s ordinance after it has been judiciously 
amended. Indeed, the’service might be so 


improved that traffic would be taken from 


the elevated roads and there would be no 
reduction of dividends. The ordinance 
will in its main features meet with the joyful 
approval of all citizens who have to use the 


street cars. ky 


DEATH OF QUEEN VICTOR 

Notwithstanding the national assumption 
in Great Britain that the sovereign never 
dies and the Victorian tradition that the 
Queen is never ill, Alexandrina Victoria, 
Queen of Great Britain and Ireland and 
Empress of India, has succumbed to the 
mandate of that sovereign from whose de- 
eree there lies no appeal and against which 
protest is vain. Living, she was the ruler 
of a powerful empire; dying, she was a 
woman beloved as no other English sover- 
eign has been by the millions of her sub- 
jects. The remark attributed to her faith- 
ful Scotch gillle, O, mon, she is just a 
dear old woman dying; all majesty is gone 
out of her,” tells the story of her last mo- 
ments in simple, touching words that will 
appeal to every heart. No finer tribute 
could be paid her. 

The reign of Victoria will be noted in 
history as the longest of any English sov- 
ereign. It covers a period of sixty-three 
years. George III. lived to be as old, but 
his reign was four years shorter. That 
other great English Queen, Elizabeth, was 
twelve years younger when she died, and 
her reign was but forty-five years. During 
her long period of rule Victoria has endeared 
herself to the English people and has been 
beloved by them. She was as happy in her 
death as she was in her life. She had 
reached an extreme age and was useful to 
the last. She had seen her empire expand 
prodigiously in Asia, Africa, and Austra- 
lia, and increase from a total population 
when she came to the throne of 127,500,000 
to 383,500,000, while the growth of popula- 
tion in the United Kingdom was from 


16,000,000 to 39,000,000. She has taken 


part in the enactment of important legisla- 
tion affecting commerce, industry, religion, 
education, diplomacy, and politics which has 
made Great Britain one of the most power- 
ful nations of the world. She has seen 
science advance with wonderful strides dur- 
ing her reign, the useful arts developed in 
a most remarkable degree in every direction 
which makes for the comfort and happiness 
of the people, a progress in sch ship 
more farreaching than that attained in any 
other period of England’s history, and lit- 
erary achievement second only to that of the 
BDlizabethan era. 

II all that Victoria has accomplished as 
sovereign and in all that has shed luster 
upon her reign she has been happy, and 
that happiness has been intensified by the 
consciousness of duty well and nobly done. 
She has conscientiously wrought for good 
and she has discharged her many duties 
with clear intelligence, strong common 
sense, and august dignity, And yet, con- 
ceding all her high qualities as sovereign, 
she was better loved and will be longer 
remembered by the people because to her 
attributes as sovereign she added the do- 
mestic virtues and an exalted personal 
character. Because she was Queen she was 
no less a mother. Because she was ruler of 
an empire on which the sun never sets” she 
was no less the ruler of a*home which she 
made in gentleness, graciousness, moral ex- 
ample, and faithfulness to domestic du- 
ties the model for all womanhood to study. 
Four hours of the day she gave to affairs 
of state. The remaining hours, save such as 
were necessarily governed by etiquette, she 
devoted to the affairs of the household, to 
the education of her children, and no detail 
of the domestic economy was so trivial as to 
escape her oversight. While not in the 
‘strict sense a scholar, she kept pace to the 
extent of-her ability with intellectual prog- 
ress. Elizabeth was a greater woman in- 
telleetually, stronger in some traits of char- 
acter, and a more brilliant sovereign, but 
“the Virgin Queen” was not beloved as 
Victoria has been. The two greatest eras 
of English history are the Elizabethan and 
Victorian. In the advancement of the 
rights and the happiness of the people, in 
morality, in usefulness, in dignity, in great 
achievements which make for the good of 
the race, in the highest and noblest ideal of 
sovereignty, the reign of Victoria is superior 
to that of her great predecessor. 


A DIG AT THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 

The bill which has been drafted for the 
amendment of the special assessment law 
was approved of by the Council at its last 
meeting. Presumably this approval wil] 
have weight with the General Assembly 
when it takes up this bill. 

This measure contains some good pro- 
visions. It also contains one vicious pro- 
vision which somebody slipped in, hoping 
to get the better of the civil service law by 
creating a number of places to be filled by 
political and incompetent appointees. The 
bill reads that the Board of Local Improve- 
ments may appoint an attorney—which is 
well enough perhaps—and also “ appoint an 
engineer for the board and such assistant 
attorneys, engineers, clerks, inspectors, etc., 
etc., as may be necessary to carry into effect 
the purpose of this act.” 

This is peculiarly objectionable in that it 
contemplates putting the employés of the 
board outside the classified civil service, and 
also in that it proposes to give to the board 
authority to employ an army of underlings 
to be supported by the taxpayers. The fact 
that small-fry politicians could be taken 
care of” in the special assessment bureau 
when withdrawn from the jurisdiction of 
the Civil Service commission would make 
it the great municipal almshouse. 

The Supreme Court has decided that the 
Council cannot pass ordinances taking out 
of the classified civil service city employés 
who rightly belong there. But what it can- 
not do the Legislature can do. It would do 
so were it to pass this special assessment 
bill as it stands. One section of the bill 


* 
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conflict with this act are hereby repealed. 
How much of the civil service act would be 
repealed if this bill were to become a law 
as drafted by its ingenious author? 

The offensive section giving the Board of 
Local Improvements power to appoint em- 


ployes must be stricken out. 


THE CAUSES OF VICE. 

Two radically different theories as to the 
cause and cure of vice in Chicago have 
been put forth within the last few days. 
A Methodist minister says the cause lies 
“within the unregenerated heart.” He 
thinks the cure must be applied to human 
character rather than to social systems. 
The root of evil and crime is found in what 
the old theologians called original sin. The 
criminal tendency exists in the natures of 
individual men and is not essentially af- 
fected by this or that system of society or 
of government. 

This is also the view taken by State’s 


Attorney Deneen when he says that long |. 


before city influences touch a child its 
criminal tendencies begin to unfold as they 
were inherited. “ The first cause is deep in 
the nature of mankind.” He concludes 
that Chicago cannot be changed from a bad 
to a good city in a decade or a generation. 
Only through the reform of character by 
long continued suppression of inherited evil 
tendencies can the city or the race be puri- 
fied. The worst aspect of the present situa- 
tion in Chicago, as Mr. Deneen points out, 
is the fact that the laws against crime 
are not properly enforced. Thus the only 
possible cure, slow though it be, is not ap- 
plied. 

The Chicago Federation of Labor, on the 
other hand, holds that “ the prime cause of 
vice and degradation is low wages and 
want.” It calls upon all citizens to join 
in a crusade against the unjust and crim- 
inal conditions” found in the prevailing 
economic system. Its theory is that all 
people would live respectable lives if they 
had plenty of work and good wages. Facts 
will hardly support this proposition. The 
federation does not get so close to funda- 
mental causes as do the preachers and Mr. 
Deneen. Whether we lay the blame on 
Adam or on the evolutionist;s “remnant of 
brute nature in man,” the facts compel one 
to t that natural depravity has more 
to with crime than the wage system or 
any other social convention. Our institu- 
tions are by no means above reform, but 
the only reform that can get at the root 
of all crime is one that will build up better 
character from infancy. The first step to- 
ward that end is to enforce the laws against 
criminality. 


wRs. NATION'S OUTBREAK. 

Evidences multiply that there is. great 
danger in making laws and then allowing 
them to be enforced or nullified at the dis- 
cretion of men who are sworn to enforce 
them. If there was not a law on the 
statute books of Kansas which prohibits 
the selling of intoxicating liquors within 
the State, and if that law was not set at 
naught by the opening of public saloons 
in the large cities of the State, there could 
be no excuse for or extenuation- of the 
action of Mrs. Carrie Nation and her fellow- 
fanatics in illegally destroying the property 
of saloonkeepers in Wichita. Reasonable 
and law-abiding citizens do not for that 
reason justify or defend Mrs. Nation in her 
sensational crusade any more than they 
defend a mob which burns a brute at the 
stake because its members fear the law’s 
delays and know that the death penalty for 
grave crimes has been stricken from the 
statute books. But because the prohibition 
law of Kansas is openly violated Mrs. Na- 
tion’s erratic performances are sympa- 
thized with by some people who believe that 
the saloon is a menace to public welfare. 

The trouble is that both legislators and 
executives are too prone to carry water on 
both. shoulders. At the demand of the pro- 
hibition people, for instance, the Legisla- 
ture passes a State prohibition law. At the 
demand of the saloon element the Executive 
agrees to overlook violations of the law in 
communities where public sentiment justi- 
fies violation. As a result everybody con- 
cerned is put in a false position. The Gov- 
ernor violates his oath, the Legislature 
plays hypocrite, the saloon men become 
technical criminals, and some temperance 
people rush headlong into excesses of out- 
rageous intemperance. 

It is a wise adage that the “ best way to 
repeal a bad law is to enforce it.” It is 
easier to wink at certain violations of a law 
in communities where it is considered a bad 
law. But the effect on the public witness- 
ing the nullification of laws and suspension 
of ordinances is deplorablé. If Smith does 
not obey one law, why should Jones obey 
the other? Then comes Judge Lynch to 
upset all law and shock a community which 
has complacently allowed its citizens to be 
educated into a lawless contempt for the 
regularly ordained machinery of justice, 


WHERE THE MONEY WOULD GO. 

The latest report of the Commissioner 
of Navigation contains some interesting in- 
formation as to the vessels with a speed 
of twelve knots and over now fiying the 
American flag which would receive sub- 
sidies if the shipping subsidy bill now before 
the Senate were to pass in its present shape, 
and also the amounts these vessels would 
receive. 

It appears that all these vessels with 
a speed of above seventeen knots belong 
to the International Navigation company. 
The aggregate subsidies received by it year- 
ly would amount to $1,117,667. This is an 
underestimate, however, because made on 
the basis of 1899, during a greater part 
of which year the City of Paris was disabled. 
This one company would receive in sub- 
sidies $365,000 more on account of its fast 
ships than the amount given above. 

The New York and Cuba Mail company 
would get $442,688 a year, the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company $157,252—it would in 
reality get more than this, for in 1899 several 
of its vessels were chartered to the gov- 
ernment—and the American Mail Steamship 
company $152,267. Nine other lines would 
receive $226,716, as against $1,817,660 
which, would go to four lines—nine-tenths 
for four, one-tenth for nine. 

The foreign-built vessels which will be 
entitled to subsidies if the bill passes in 
its present shape will earn—according to 
the data supplied by the Commissioner of 
Navigation—$350,000 a year for the In- 
ternational Navigation company, $334,000 
for the Atlantic Transport * owned 
by the Pennsylvania railroad; $103,000 for 
the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad com- 
pany’s steamers, $71,000 for F. R. Bliss, 
the London factor of the Standard Oil com- 
pany; and $74,000 for three other com- 
panies. The estimate of the direct re- 
ceipts of the Standard Oil company is far 
too small, however. They would really be 
about $400,000. 

The total subsidies to be paid on account 
of ships now building in the United States 


would be $1,681,832. Of this sum the In- 
ternational Navigation company would get 


$467,840, the Pacific Mail Steamship com- 


ee that “all acts and parts of acts ip | pany $483,482, and the New York and Ouba | 


Mail Steamship company $184,855. Of the 
$1,025,814 “which would go to ships now 
building abroad, the International Naviga- 
tion company would get $396,600 and the At- 
lantic Transport company, which is the 
Pennsylvania railroad, $510,524. . 

It is not surprising that the different cor- 
porations which have been named are 
strongly in favor of the passage of the ship- 
ping subsidy bill. Legislation which will 
put so much money in their pockets seems 
to them admirable legislation.

The 
existence of the state itself might well de- 
pend on instant action; for instance, an army 
of invasion might suddenly appear off the 
coast of England, in which case it would be 
necessary to call out the militia. This could 
not be done legally without the signature of 
the King. Therefore it is provided that a 
responsible Minister of state shall accom- 
pany the King wherever he may go to present 
emergency acts of Parliament to him for 
signature.’ Even if Parliament is not in ses- 
sion this act is enforced, because it might be 
necessary at any time to call Parliament to 
meet in extraordinary session. i 

No matter how tired the King of England 
might grow of his responsibilities the law- 
yers say that he could not abdicate. There 
is no precedent for such an action, and, as 
is well known, precedent is an important 
factor in the British government. If the 
King should absent himself from the king- 
dom without formally notifying his Ministers 
of state, so mn 
that one of

statesmen and noblemen in the land. What 
such a commission would do with a royal 
truant on his return does not seem clear. No 
ruler of England has ever done such a thing, 
and therefore there is no historic precedent 
to serve as a guide for future action. 

No King of England can force a subject to 
accept a peerage or other title of nobility. 
There are few Englishmen, indeed, who 
would refuse to be made Earls, if the honor 
were offered them, but the King can do no 
more than offer the honor. He may order 
and compel a subject to sit in the House of 
Lords and legislate for his country, but he 
may not compel the acceptance of a title. 

In time of peace no King of England may 
maintain a standing army without the con- 
sent of Parliament. Every year of the world 
it is necessary to introduce what is called the 
annual army bill and procure its passage by 
both Houses of Parliament. If the members 
of Parliament were to be stricken down by 
some pestilence or plague and so kept from 
attending the sessions of the national Legis- 
lature in legal numbers, the British army 
would ab- 
solwte- 
ly pass 
out of ex- 
istence.

Neither can the King of Great Britain and 
Ireland avoid paying taxes on whatever 
property he may own in his own name. The 
allowance or salary of the new King—again 
following historic precedent—is likely to be 
$1,920,000. If from this amount he should 
save a portion and buy an estate he would be 
obliged to pay taxes on it like any commoner. 
On the other hand, crown property is free 
from taxes of all kinds. 

Contrary to the general understanding and 
to the official usage of the word the King of 
England is not a sovereign. In acts of Par- 
liament reference will be made to “ Our 
Sovereign Lord, the King.“ But, in reality, 
to be a sovereign one must possess supreme 
power—must be able to make and unmake 
laws at pleasure. The King of England 
shares such powers with the House of Lords 
and the House of Commons. The three taken 
together are in reality the sovereign of the 
British Empire. 

On the other hand, the King of England 
has some curious powers, most of which are 
practically obsolete and few of which are 
ever used. So far as constitutional rights are 
concerned, the King may, ff he chose, forbid 
any one of his subjects to leave the empire. 
If any Englishman proposes to visit Paris 
or New York, for instance, the new King 
would be quite within the limits of his rights 
if he should order him to stay at home. He 
might issue a writ to that effect and the 
proper authorities would see that it was en- 
forced. There is small probability, it may 
be said, that this provision will ever be en- 
forced. 

Again, if a subject of the British King is 
absent in a foreign land on business or pleas- 
ure the King has the right to send him an or- 
der to come home. If such an order is not 
obeyed the King may confiscate the property 
of thé rebellious subject so far as it is located 
in the British isles. Another right which 
belongs to the occupant of the English throne 
is that of printing the Bible, the Book of 
Common Prayer, and the Acts of Parliament. 
This right is exclusive and applies to all por- 
tions of the British Empire, so that the King 
might if he chose forbid the printing of such 
books in Canada or Australia. The last time 
this right was exercised was a short time be- 
fore the revolution of the American colonies,

Members of the laymen's committee ap- 
pointed by the ministers to assist them in 
their crusade against vice expressed con- 
siderable surprise yesterday at their selec- 
tion, but all said they would be glad to do 
anything in their power to make the city 
better. The majority of the members of 
the committee said they had no knowledge 
of what was expected of them, as they had 
been told only that they would be desig- 
nated to serve on a committee. They would 
not enter into the service of the committee 
until they knew what was to be done. They 
expect to learn this when the committee 
assembles. 

The committee is composed of attorneys 
and business-men, the majority of whom 
never have participated in a movement of 
this character. Almost without exception 
the members said they would be opposed 
to an active crusade at this time, as it would 
be considered a political move. 

There are many evils in this city which 
need to be remedied or destroyed,“ said 
Frank Secor. I do not know what ought 
to be done, but I believe there is sonie way 
of reaching them and of cleansing the city. 
The closing of the saloons at midnight has 
lessened the number of arrests and dimin- 
ished crime.“ , 

It is notorious crime this committee will 
be called upon to stamp out,“ said Will- 
iam IH. Tuttle. ‘‘ For twenty-seven years 
there was a law on the statute books pro- 
viding that all saloons should close at mid- 
night, yet it never was enforced until recent- 
ly. Infractions like this, gambling, and the 
congregation of women in down-téwn dis- 
tricts may be.stopped, and this committee 
could enforce the law without difficulty.” 

Anything I can do to assist in the diminu- 
tion of crime will be done willingly,’’ said 
Frederick Greeley, ‘‘I agreed to serve on 
the committee some time ago, but did not 
know then any more than I do now what 
its object is.’’ 

want to know what is expected of me 
before I agree to accept a place on this 
committee,” said Frank Hamlin. If there 
is to be a lot of useless work heaped on 
us without prospect of improving conditions 
I shall not act. In any event, I do not 
believe it politic for this committee to com- 
mence work now, as every move it makes 
would be attributed to a desire to aid some 
candidate. 


Hall Fails to Arrest the Mayor. 

Frank Hall made two unsuccessful at- 
tempts to procure warrants from Justice 
Everett for the arrest of Mayor Harrison 
on charges of malfeasance in office. Justice 
Everett told Hall he must make his com- 
plaint more specific, “‘ setting forth how and 
under what circumstances the offenses al- 
leged were committed.“ 


Effects of Midnight Closing. 

Midnight closing has caused two saloon- 
keepers to cease from business. James Cam- 
éron, 373 Wabash avenue, and Louis Winkel- 
reil, 172 Van Buren street, closed on Monday 
night, and it is said that a number of others 
will follow. 

J. B. Bloom was fined $20 by Justice Doyle 
for keeping his saloon at 284 West Randolph 
street open all night.

CREEK INDIANS IN REVOLT. 


Snake Band Near Eufaula, Indian Terri- 
tory, Sends Defiance to Presi- 
dent McKinley. 


Muskogee, I. T., Jan. 22.—Washington au- 
thorities have been requested to send fed- 
eral troops into the Creek county to quell 
the uprising of full-bloods known as the 
Snake bands, who are creating depredations 
west of Eufaula, and threatening the lives 
of both the white and the neutral Indians. 
The Indians threaten to enter the towns and 
burn and kill, and Chief Mekko has sent 
a message of defiance to President McKinley. 
The whites are arming and serious blood- 
shed is feared. 

United States Marshal Bennett sent twenty 
deputies and ten Indian police to the scene, 
but they were met by so fierce a fusillade 
that they were compelled to retire. One of 
the posse, named McNac, was captured by 
the Indians, and it is feared that they will 
take his life. 

Laptah Mekko, the insurrectionary chfer 
of the Snake bands, has prepared the follow- 
ing ultimatum to President McKinley: 

‘‘Hickorytown, Creek Capital.—To Presi- 
dent McKinley, Washington, D. C.—Sir: I 
have already informed you of the matter 
concerning the execution of the Creek laws. 
I am how executing my laws, as I told you 
I would. LAPTAH MEKKO, 

Principal Chief.“ 

The Creek jurisdiction has been transferred 
to the United States courts for several years, 
and the Snake Chief's notification to the 
President that he will execute the old Creek 
laws is considered a message of defiance. 

The Chief of the warring Indians is a half- 
breed. He has just returned from Wash- 
ington and claims to carry with him the au- 
thority of the President and Congress to 
run the Dawes commission and all white 
people out of the territory. He uses this ar- 
gument to gain followers, who apparently 
place great faith in him. 

An order has been issued allowing all citi- 
zens to protect themselves, and hundreds of 
people are arming. 

Marshal Bennett and Agent Shoenfelt will, 
as soon as they hear from Washington, join 
the troops, invade the Indians’ camps, and 
endeavor to put the leaders under arrest. 

The Creeks have threatened to kill Chief 
Pleasant Porter and any of the members 
of the Dawes commission that attempt to 
interfere with them. Great fear is felt for 
some of the commission, who are surveying 
and allotting lands in that section of the 


country.

Taz NEW BOOKS. 


6 USKEGEE,” by Max Bennett 
> Thrasher (Smal?, Maynard & Co.). 
| is an unpretentious volume of 

scarcely more than 200 pages. In 
ie this book Mr. Thrasher has given 
to the public with no attempt at fine writ- 


concise statement of the circumstances and 
conditions which were instrumental in evolv- 
ing and maturing the idea of such an educa- 
tional institution as is that at Tuskegee in 
the black belt of Alabama. He gives many 
interesting details concerning the inception, 
development, and growth of the plan from its 
first beginning till the time when it took 
definite form and character; he tells of tlie 
preparing and training of the teachers ant 
other instructors necessary for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of such a school; and 
also outlines the basic principles and the ex- 


fore why not a Goliath also? If he failed 
he need but cut and run, and everybody 
would laugh and call him plucky for doing 
even that much. So he does it, brings down 
his big game by good luck, and stands posing 
with a sort of irresistible stateliness to suit 


the result. He has a laugh something like

hypocrites, and has thin, wiry arms and a 
craney neck. He is a bit like Tom Sawyer 
in character, more ornate and dramatic than 
Huckleberry Finn, but quite as much a lar, 
given a good cause. 

Another thing that has seized me, more for 
its idea than actual carrying out, is an un- 
named terra cotta Madonna and Child. He 
is crushing himself up against her neck, 
open-mouthed and terrified, and she spread- 
ing long fingers all over his head and face. 
My notion of it is that it is the Godhead tak- 
ing his first look at life from the human 
point of view, and he _ realizes himself 
caught in his own trap,” discovering it to 
be ever so much worse than it had seemed 
from an outside view. It is a fine modern 
zeitgeist piece of declamation to come out of 
the rather oversweet dull Robbia period of 
art. 

There seems to have been a rage at one 
period for commissioning statues of David, 
so Donatello and others just. turned to and 
did what they liked most in the way of bud- 
ding youth, stuck a Goliath’s head at its 
feet, and called it David.“ Verocchio is 
the exception.

until he has assured himself that the 
coliege became an accomplished fact, and 
then his interest does not lag, but grows into 
wonderment and admiration for the mar 
whose determination and energy made the 
success of Tuskegee possible. 
Ot the broad, healthy conception Mr. 
Washington has of education, and of which 
-eonception Tuskegee is the tangible result, 
‘the following quotation gives an idea: 
The learning which you acquire if of no use 
to you unless it makes you better able to live. The 
knowledge which you acquire from books is of no 
use only as you apply it. Young man, use your 
knowledge of geometry to help your father lay 
out his cotton rows, your knowledge of chemistry 


and come out again. At the Riccardi chapel 
I found Benozzo Gozzoli, not in crumbs, but 
perfectly preserved; a procession of early 
Florentine youths, turning into angels when 
they get to the bay of the window where the 
altar once stood. The more I see of them the 
greater these early men seem to me. I shall 
be afraid to go to Venice soon; Titian will 
only half satisfy me, and Tintoretto, I know, 
will be actively annoying; I shall stay in my 
gondola, as your American lady did on her 
donkey after riding twenty miles to visit the 
ruins of—Carnac, was it not? It is well to 
have the courage of one’s likings and dislik- 
ings; that is the only true culture (the state 
obtained by use of a coulter or cutter). I 
cut many things severely, which, no doubt, 
are good for other people. 

Botticelli I was shy of, because of the 


‘craze about him among people who know 


nothing. He is far more wonderful than I 
had hoped, both at the Uffizi and the Acad- 
emia, but he is quite pagan. I don’t know 


Why I say but; he is quite typical of the 


world’s art training. Christianity may get 
hold of the names and dictate the subjects, 


but the artist-breed carries a fairly level 
head through it all, and, like Pater’s Mona 
Lisa, draws Christianity and Paganism into 
one; at least, wherever it reaches perfect 
expression it has done so. Some of the 
distinctively primitives are different; their 
works inclose a charm which is not artistic. 
Fra Angelico, after being a, great disap- 
pointment to me in some of his large set 
pictures im the Academia and elsewhere, 
shows himself lovely in fresco (though I 
think the crumb element helpshim). His 
great Crucifixion is big alt er, and has 
so permanent a force in its afoofness from 
mere drama and mere life. In San Marco 
the cells of the monks are quite charming— 
a row of little square bandboxes under a 
broad raftered corridor; and in every cell is 
a beautiful little fresco for the monks to live 
up to. But they no longer live there now; 
ow. 

I liked being in Savonarola's room, and was 
more susceptible to the remains of his pres- 
ence than I have been to Michael Angelo or 
any one else’s. Michael Angelo I feel most 
when he has left a thing unfinished; then 
one can put one’s finger into the print of 
the chisel and believe anything of the beauty 
that might have come out of the great stone 
chrysalis lying cased and rough, waiting to 
be raised up to life. 

Yesterday Arthur and I walked from here 

to Fiesole, which we had neglected while 
in Florence—six miles going, and more like 
twelve coming back, all because of Arthur's 
absurd cross-country instinct, which, after 
hours of river bends, bare mountain tracks, 
and tottering precipices, brought us out again 
half a mile nearer Florence than when we 
started. 
At Fiesole is the only church about here 
whose interior architecture I have greatly 
admired, austere but at the same time gra- 
clous—like a Madonna of the best period of 
painting. We also went to look at the Ro- 
man bathe and theater. The theater is 
charming enough, because it is still there; 
but for the baths—oblongs of stone don't in- 
terest me just because they are old. All 
stone Is old, and these didn’t even hold water 
to give one the real look of the thing. Too 
tired, and even more too lazy, to write other 
things,.except love, most dear Beloved.

LETTER 
Dearest: We were to have gone down with 


the rest into Florence yesterday, but soft 


miles of Italy gleamed too invitingly away 
on our right, and I saw Arthur’s eyes hungry 
with the same far away wish. 80 I said 
Prato, and he ran up to the fattore’s and 
secured a wondrous shandry-dan, with just 
space enough between its horns to toss the 
two of us in the direction where we would go. 
Its gaunt framework was painted of a bright 
red, and our feet had only netting to rest on. 
So constructed, the creature was most vital 
and light of limb, taking every rut on the 
road with flea-like agility. O, but it was 
worth it! 

We had a drive of fourteen miles, through 
hills and villages, and castellated villas with 
gardens shut in by formidably high walls— 


always a charm; a garden should always 


have something of the jealous seclusion of a 
harem. I am getting Italian landscape into 
my system, and enjoy it moreand more. 

Prato is a little cathedral town, like the 
narrow and tumble-down parts of Florence, 
only more so. The streets were a seething. 
caldron of cattle market when we entered, 
which made us feel like a teacup in a bull- 
ring (or is it thunder-storm?) as we drove 
through needle's-eye ways bristling with agi- 
tated horns. | 

The cathedral is little and good; 
of course, wherever the last three centuries 
have laid hands on it. At the corner of the 
west front is an outdoor pulpit, beautifuliy 
put on, with a mushroom hood over its head. 
The main lines of the interior are finely se- 
vere, either quite round or quite flat, and 
proportions good always. An upholstered 
priest coming out to say mass is generally a 
sickening sight, so wicked and ugly in look 
and costume. The best-behaved people are. 
the low-down beggars, who are most deco- 
ratively devotional. 

We tried to model our exit on a brigand- 
beggar who came in to ask permission to 
murder one of his enemies. He got his re- 
quest granted at one of the side altars (some 
strictly local Madonna, I imagine), and his 
gratitude as he departed was quite touch- 
ing. Having’ studiously copied his exit, we 


want to know whom we shall murder to pay 


ourselves for our trouble. 

It amuses me to have my share of driving 
over these free and easy and narrow high 
roads. But A. das to do the collision-shout- 
ing and the cries of Via!’’—the horse only 
smiles when he hears me do it. 

Also did I tell you that on Saturday we 
two walked from here over to Fiesole—six 
miles there and ten back; for why? Because 
we chose to go what Arthur calls “a bee- 
line across country,” having thought we 
had sighted a route from the top of Fiesole. 
But in the valley we lost it, and, after 
breaking our necks over precipices and our 
hearts down cul-de-sacs that led nowhere, 
and losing all the ways that were pointed 
out to us, for lack of a knowledge of the 
language, we came out again into view of 
Florence, about half afmile nearer than 
when we started and proportionately far 
away from home. When he had got me thor- 
oughly footsore Arthur remarked compla- 
cently: ** The right way to see a country is 
to lose yourself in it!“ I didn’t feel the truth 
of it then; but, applied to other things, I per- 
ceive its wisdom. Dear heart, where I have 
lost myself, what in all the world do I know 
so well as you?

That the King 

should be financially 
interested in a con-

extensive dealings 
with the Belgian government is already in 
itself unfortunate and a subject of disagree- 
able comment. But what makes the matter 
considerably worse is the fact that in Bel- 
gium the railways are owned by the stage 
and that public interests and public com- 
fort are sacrificed by the state railroad de- 
partment in order to promote the interests 
of the wagons lits company and of its prin- 
cipal stockholder—that is, the King. 

Thanks to his influence, all first-class car- 

riages have been abolished on the Belgian 
railroads and their places taken by the 
wagons Hts, on which, however, pas- 
sengers are required to pay a heavier price 
than the former first-class fare. Conse- 
quently numbers of people who formerly 
traveled first-class and who do not wish to 
make use of the wagons lits for short trips 
now travel second-class, with the result that 
there has been a large increased demand for 
second-class carriage accommodation. 


On New Year’s reception day at Brussels 
King Leopold created an extraordinary scene 
by publicly taking to task M. Liebaert, Min- 
ister of Rrailroads, Postal Affairs, and Tele- 
graph, denouncing him in unmeasured terms 
for yielding te this popular demand for 
second-class carriage acommodations on the 
railroad, declhring that it was contrary to 
the spirit of the agreement between the 
state railroads and the wagons lits com- 
pany, since if the extra number of second- 
class carriages had not been put on the 
Passengers would have been compelled to 
travel on the wagons lits, and the rey- 
enues of the company would not have de- 
clined in the way they havedone. He also 
blamed the unfortunate Minister for having 
ventured to apply to an international con- 
cern such as the wagons lits company the 
law recently enacted prohibiting alcoholic 
drinks from being sold at railroad stations 
and on railroad trains in Belgium. 

The Minister, it seems, at first answered 
with some spirit, and a most undignified 
‘wrangle ensued, which wound up in the 
King turning his back on the statesman. 
The latter would undoubtedly have resigned 
his portfolio had it not been for the fact 
that the Cabinet is by no means in sym- 
pathy with the King and that it declined 
to accord to his Majesty the satisfaction 
which the resignation of the entire adminis- 
tration or of any single member thereof 
would have afforded him. 

King Leopold hates these New Year’s re- 
ceptions, which usually have the effect of 
putting him in a bad temper, and it is to 
this that must be ascribed his extraordinary 
outbreak and his public denunciation of a 
Cabinet Minister for preferring the inter- 
ests and the welfare of the people to those 
of a joint stock company in which the Kin 
is one of thelarge shareholders. : 


Colonel Gunther, who has just been created 
a Baronet, is the son of Gunther the con- 
fectioner of Berkeley Square, who has fur- 
nished the wedding cake at almost every 
royal or aristocratic mariage that has taken 
place during the last fifty years. Colonel 
Gunther managed as a quite young man to 
secure a commission in the guards. But his 
position there was made so intolerable alike 
by his fellow-officers and by the rank and 
file, who showed a marked disinclination to 
obey the orders of a mere confectioner’s 
son, that he eventually secured an exchange 
into a dragoon regiment, where, owing to 
several of its officers being the sons of men 


who had made large fortunes in trade, less 


exception was taken to the manner in which 
his father had acquired wealth.
